It  is  deciiled  by  the  Attorney-Gener-

While  undressing  lor  bed 
the  hammer  of  a  revolver  which  he  carried  in 
his  trowserd  pocket  was  in  some  way  raised, 
and  falling,  a  ball  was  sent  into  his  right 
breast  between  the  lourth  and  fifth  nb,  one  of 
which  was  broken.    Ue  will  recover.

A  disfMch  states  it  is  impossible  to 
f  xftggerate  their  Irightlul  condition  ol  afliiirs.

The  Frenrli  Army. 


A  (ierman  officer,  who  has  visitv-d  all 
the    principal    military    stations    in 
France,  gives  a  very  favorable  account 
in  the  Cologne  Gazette  of  the  military 
pio.spects  of  the  country.    The  writer 
says  that  the  progress  since  la.st  year 
in  all  branches  of  the  service  was  very 
s^'reat.    The  want  of  an  efficient  reserve 
Ts  being  rai)idly  and    completely  sup- 
plied, numbers  of  half-pay  officers  vol- 
unteering for  territorial  service.    The 
physique  of  the  men  is  admirable,  and 
there  is  not  the  slightest  difficulty  in 
obtaining  recruits,  all  political  parties 
being  agreed  to  the  necssaity  of  this 
reserve  force.    The  clergy  use  all  their 
infiuence  in  support  of  this  reserve 
force,  which  they  regard  as  the  future 
champion  of  the  Church.   "The  priests 
in  France  do  more  to  induce  the    peo- 
ple to  i)erform   their  military  duties 
than  can  be  done  by  all  the  gendarmes 
and  magistrates  in  Prussia."      In  the 
regular  arinv  the  most  im.portant  re- 
form introdiiced  by  the  present  Minis- 
ter of  War  is  the  removal  of  inefficient 
officerri  and  the  thorough    training  of 
cadets,  for  which  large  schools  have 
been    formed,    which,  by   1880,  will 
yield  a  sufficient  number  «»f  officers  to 
supply  the  whole  army.    In  France,  as 
well  as  in  Germany,  great  difficulty  is 
experienced    in    retaining    good  non- 
commissioned officers.   Formerly  many 
served  additional  terms  as  substitutes, 
lealizing  little  fortunes  during  twenty 
or  twenty-five  years'  service,  and  now 
very  few  remain  longer  than  they  are 
compelled  to,  as  the  great  industrial 
revival  of  France  offers  better  pros- 
pects in  civil  life.     Drills  are  frequent 
and  arduous,  maneuvering  is  taught 
on  larger  scales,  and  the  army  is  kept 
in    constant    movement.      In    a    few 
years  France  will  have  GOO  batteries 
of  infantry  ready  for  the  field,  and  a 
reserve  of  145  regiments  forming   the 
territorial  armv.    Barracks  are  healthy 
and  spacious,  the  men  get  two  excel- 
lent hot  meals  daily,  and  have  better 
boots  and  more  comfortable  clothing 
than  the  German  soldier.    The  French

The  only  surviver  of 
this  slaughter  to  be  found  was  an  old 
woman,  she  alone  remaining  alive  of  a 
familv  of  seven.    A  writer  says  :      "1 
visited  the  place  on  the  31st  of  July, 
llardlv  a    corpse    had    been  hurried. 
Where  a  man  fell  there  he  now  lies. 
In  the  street  at  every  step  lay  human 
remains,    rotting  and  sweltering    in 
the  sun.    The  stench  was  overpower- 
ing    Five  thousand  in  all  were  killed 
here,  and  about  eighty   girls  carried 
off.    The  surviving  inhabitants  live  in 
wooden  huts  outside  the  village,  in 
great  misery.

He  walks  up  tlie  promenade,   a  noble- 
looking  man,  with  white,  pugnacious- 
logking     moustache    and     whiskeis, 
dressed  in  a  gray  suit  and  a  silk   hat.

talking  very  earnestly  to  a  plain,    un- 
pretending-looking elderly  gentleman, 
who  seems  to  be  on  terms  of  perfect 
equalitv  with  him.

After  reading  it  he  speaks  a 
few  words,   evidently  of    encourage- 
ment to  her,  she  smiles  all  over,  cour- 
tesies, and  steps  back.      He   has  evi- 
dently promised  to  do  what  he  can  for 
her,  and  in  a  manner  too,  that  shows 
iiim  to  be    a    man    whose    character 
would  command  respect  anywhere  you 
might  put  him.    Every   hat  is  raised 
as  he  passes  by,   except  opix>site  you 
where  a  snobbish-looking  young  fel- 
low shows  his  independence  by  keep- 
ing his  beaver  on,  and  ostentatiously 
throwing  a  supercilious  look  around  on 
the  crowd.

After  it  was  genenilly  supposed  tliat 
the  Missouri  outlaws  who  attempted  to 
rob  the  Northli.  Id  (Minn.)  bank  had 
escar-cd,  the  people  were  gratified  by 
the  intelligence  tli.it  the  hunt  had  been 
renev.ed  resulting  iu  one  robl)er  being 
killed  and  three  more  wounded. 

It  appears  that  on  the   morning  of 
the  21st,  four    of  the  gang  called  at 
the  house  of  a  farmer  named  Ole  San- 
burn,  in   Linden,   Brown  county,   and 
bought    some   bread   and   butter.     As 
soon  as  they    had  gone,    the   farmer 
mounted  his'l)oy  tnid  sent  him  to  the 
nearest  village',   which   was  Madelia, 
eight  miles  dLstant.    '1  he  boy  reached 
Madelia  between  'J  and    10  a.   m.,   and 
notilled   Sherift"    (Hispin,    of    Waton- 
wan     county,      and      the       citizens 
of  the  whereabouts  of  the  robbers.     A 
party  was  instantly  organized  to  pur- 
sue them,  and  in    one   hour  from  the 
time  the  boy    arrived    with  the  news 
they  overtook  four  of  the  robbers  just 
as  they  had   cio.ssed  the    Lake  llanska 
slough'.    This    slough   is  not  passable 
for  horses,  but  as  Glispin   was  within 
gun  shot  he  cried  out  to  the  robbers  to 
halt. 

The  robbers  broke  into  a  run  at  the 
sherill's    command,    going    due  south 
towards  tlie  Watonv.au  river.    Glispin 
and  two  of  his  party   tired  at  the  flee- 
ing robbers   without  (ITect,  and    the 
robbers    were  soon    out  of  range.     .M 
this  moment  a  party    of    four  farmers 
with  ]u>or  giuis    joined  (Ilispin.    (ilis- 
pin  divided  his  pirty,  four  going  east 
to  go  aroimd   tliat  side   of  the   slough, 
and  then  going   west  about  two  and  a 
half  miles  to  lind   a  western   crossing. 
Before       Glispin       aud      his       party 
could       cross,       the      robbers       had 
made  a  distance  ot  over  two  miles  to 
the  .south,    being    only    about    three- 
quv.rters  of   a  mile    from    the    river, 
(ilispin  and  W  ill  Estes  were  in  advance, 
and  riding  ui>  to  within  20  roffs  of  the 
robbers  they  calh.d  out.  "What  do  you 
want  ?"     (ilispin  replied   "Throw   up 
vour  lumds  and  surrender."     The  rol>- 
bers  answered :     "Come  up    and   wo 
won't  hurt  you,"  and  c«)ntinued   walk- 
ing off.     Glispin  and  Kstes  opened  Are 
oiUhe   r«dj1)ers,   a..d  the  robbers  re- 
turned the  fire,  eaeh  one  flring.     (ilis- 
pin and  Estes   were    obliged    to    dis- 
moun'.,  a  ball  just  grazing  Glispin  s 
horse,  aud  others  whizzing  all  artumd. 
M.my  shots  were  exchange  d,   and   the 
skirmish  ended.    The  robbers  retreat- 
ing to  the  Watonwan  river,  aud  skulk- 
ing in  the  brush.     By  this  time   Gils- 
pins"  Ave  parlies  had  joined,  and  form- 
ing     a     skirmish      line,       advanced 
arotind  the  robbers  and  persued  them 
into  the  river  and  intothe  willows  and 
plum  bru.sh  on  the  south  side. 

By  2  p.  m.  the  party  of  citizens  had 
been  largely  increased  and  the  willow 
])atch,  covering  some  live  acres,  where 
the  roblicrs  were  concealed   was  com- 
pletelv  siurounded.      Capt.  Murphy  of 
Madefia  volunteered  to  Mierifl  (ilispcn 
to  skirmish  the  brush   with  any    man 
who  would  accoaipany  him.      Prompt- 
ly Col.  Vaught,  James  Severson,   lieiij. 
Kice,  George 'Bradford  and  Chas.  Pom- 
eroy   volunteered    nnd   under  (ilispin 
and' Murphy  were  formed  in  aline eas* 
and  west,  the  nu  n  b»  ing  posted  about 
live  paces  ai.art.  the   line    slowly    ad- 
vancing north  waul  toward  the   river, 
striking  the  riveiwiihout  stirring  up 
the  robbers.    This  line  of  brave   men 
then  wheeled,  fo' lowing  the  west,  and 
moved  up  the   river,   the   right    flank 
resting  on  the  river.     Hardly  ten  rods 
of  grouu'.l  had  l)een   passed   when  one 
of  the  robbers  rose    from    the    thick 
brush,  onlv  a  distance  of   fifteen   feet 
from  the  line  advancing,  and   opposite 
Murphy  and  (ilispin,  whose  places  in 
Uie  line  were  next  the  river.    The  rob- 
ber drew  his  revolver    upon    (ilispin, 
Glispin  drawing  at  the  same  time  his 
rifle  on  the  robber.      Both    firing  at 
nearly  the  same  instant,  (ilispin  bring- 
ing down  his  man.    Glispin  dropped  to 
liis  knees  to    re-load,    when   Captain 
Murphv  advanctd  and  fired   five   .shots 
at  the  stooping  robbers,  who  were  all 
flring  rapidly  at  the    advancing    line. 
All  of  Glispin's  men  opened  fire  at  the 
same  moment  and  the  engagement  be- 
came general.     In  five  minutes  over 
thirty  shots  had  been  fired  by  the  rob- 
bers, without  taking  effect,  one  ball 
striking  Capt.  Murpiiy  on    t  .e    right 
stomach,   but  providentially  striking 
a    large    rosewood    pipe    in     Captain 
Murphy's  vest  pocket,  and  thus  .saving 
his  life",     (ieorge   Bradford    had  been 
struck  on  the  wrist  with  a  slight  flesh 
wound,  but  so  true  was  the  fire  of  the 
citizens  that  three  of  the  robbers  were 
laid  prostrate  on  the  ground,  one  being 
dead  aud  two  badly  w:)unded,  the   last 
man  being  the  m;in  who  was  wounded 
at  Northfield.     He  threw  up  his  hands 
and  .siifT!,  "I  give  u]) ;  the  rest  of   the 
boys  are  all  shot  to  pieces!"    He  ad- 
vanced to  the  citizens  and  surrendered 
himself  to  Captain  Murphy,  v.ho   took 
his  pistols.    This  robber  Ird  the   citi- 
zens to  the  place  where  lay   his  three 
companions.    Glispin  had  the  dead  and 
wounded  placed  in  a  wagon  and  brought 
to  Madelia,   where  Drs.  Overhott  and 
Cooley  dressed  the  woiuids  of  the  liv- 
ing, and  tliey  were  placed  in   beds  in 
the  Vaughi  hotel. 

One  of  the  wounded  men  will  proba- 
bly die,  and  probably  two.  The  three 
living  ones  admit  that  they  are  the 
Younger  brothers. 

The  excitement  and  rejoicing  over 
the  capture  of  these  outlaws  is  in- 
tense. 

The  remaining  two  bandits  suj-posed 
to  be  the  James  brothers,  are  in  the 
neigh iaorhood  of  bioux  City,  Iowa, 
with  a  large  party  inclose  pursuit,  and 
their  capture  seems  probable. 
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A  very  fashionable  Danbury  ladj 
tried  to  mount  the  step  in  front  of  Mer- 
rill's grocery,  yesterday,  but  her  puH- 
baok  prevented  her.  .Several  times 
she  repeated  the  attempt,  but  without 
success,  while  an  anxious  populace 
looked  on.  What  do  you  suppose  she 
then  did?  Retreated?  O,  no.  She 
iust  turned  around,  ani  went  up  the 
step  backward,  as  easy  as  could  be.

A  story  or  two  from  an  old  hunter 
will  not  prove  uninteresting,  I  know, 
consequently  I  will  copy  a  few  pages 
from  my  diary  in  relation  to  myadven 
tures  in  Africa,  where  I  ."^pent  consid- 
erable time,  nearly  a  score  of  years 
ago,  hunting  the  wild  and  ferocious 
monsters  of  the  forest  and  jungles. 

With  no  more  preface,  tlien,  my 
good  friends,  1  will  at  once  proceed 
with  my  narrative.

I'll  just  take 
a  .stiuint  around  here,  and  see  if  there 
is  any  game  stirring,  tiiough  there's 
never  mech  lack  of  that,  I  take  it,  in 
this  section  of  the  world." 

"Well,  hurry  back,"  I  replied 
"Breakfast  is  almost  ready  now,  and 
w  e'll  make  an  early  start.  Besides  I 
wouldn't  venture  far  away  alone," 

Kelly  said  he  shoidd  rim  no  risk,  and 
would  be  back  in  good  seas«ni.  In 
fact,  he  added,  he  should  not  go  out  of 
the  sound  of  my  voice.  With  these 
words  my  tiniipa:!!'..  ->.'"'  '  '^.  and 
in  a  few  minutes  disappeared  irom  my 
sight. 

lifteen  minutes  afterwards  I  was 
startled  by  the  crack  of  a  riAe,  not 
very  far  off,  either.  Leaping  to  my 
feet,  1  excitedly  cried  out  : 

"There !  Kelly's  int»  it  already, 
some  how." 

Bidding  the  natives  follow  me,  I 
seized  my  ride  and  darted  off  in  the  di- 
rection "of  the  sound.  The  darkies 
obeyed  my  hurried  behest,  but  man- 
aged to  lag  a  good  ways  behind,  as 
usual.  Quietly— for  I  enjoyed  silence 
— we  hurried  along. 

At  length  we  liegan  to  mount  the  side 
of  a  huge  hill  that  liy  before  us.  Up, 
up,  up,  cautiou:?ly  crawling  on  our 
hands  and  knees,  ior  there  the  crack 
of  a  ride  was  almost  always  a  warning 
of  danger,  and  the  hunter  made  his 
calculations  accordingly.

•  I  think  the  anium!  came  suddenly 
Don  uiy  companion,  who  fired  his 
.»eapon  but  missed  his  aim,  and  before 
he  could  reload — hiding-place  there 
WrtS  none,  not  even  the  trunk  of  a  tree 

tlio  terrible  animal  bore  him   down. 

Such  things  often  happened,  and  to 
the  best  of  hunters,  as  may  well  be 
supposed. 

On  the  edge  of  tlie  jdateau  I  sudden- 
Iv  haltPd,  riveted  toMie  spot  by  what  I 
saw.      Before  I    fidly    recovered  my 

«'  uses,  tny  natives  reached  my  side, 
d  just  as  they  arrived  at  the  top  of 
ilie  hill,  and  took  in  a  realizing  sense 
of  what  was  before  them,  the  lion 
raised  his  head  and  uttered  a  roar  that 
seemed  to  shake  the  very  air.  Quick 
as  lightning  they  took  to  their  heels, 
and  tore  back  down  the  hill,  leaving 
me  alone  to  do  the  best  l  could. 

All  thi.s — the  appearance  of  the  na- 
tives at  the  brow  of  the  hill,  the  roar 
of  the  lion,  and  the  flight  of  the 
blackeys — occurred  almost  simulta 
neously  ;  and  the  next  moment,  quick 
U3  a  flash,  the  roaring  monster  sprang 
awav  from  the  gory  carc:vss  of  poor 
KellV,  and  darted  at  me,  with  a  single 
bound  clearing  half  the  distance,  and 
the  moment  he  struck  the  ground, 
f.ercelv  bounding  forward  again.  As 
I'^e  lion  left  the  ground  a  second  time, 


I  sank  down  below  the  brow  of  the 
hill,  dropped  upon  my  knees,  jiointed 
my  ride  upward,  and  fired  away  at  the 
monster  while  he  was  flying  through 
the  air,  almost  directly  over  me.  The 
ball  struck  him,  but  not  fatally,  and 
the  next  moment  the  animal  landed  a 
fcT  feet  bevond  me,  on  the  side  of 
the  hill.  Al'ighting  in  such  a  way  and 
in  such  a  place,  the  fierce  brute  could 
find  no  footing.

Meanwhile  the  lion  had  reached  the 
bottom  of  the  hill,  which  was  pretty 
steep,  I  assure  you,  and  regained  his 
feet.  For  a  moment  only  he  stood, 
and  looked  around,  as  if  a  littie  bewil- 
dered, and  then  he  spied  me,  and  dart- 
ed up  the  hill  toward  the  spot  I  occu- 
pied. 

The  monster  was  bleeding  in  several 
places  ;  both  Kelly  and  myself  had  ev- 
idently wounded  him,  and  he  appeared 
to  be  maddened  with  the  pain  of  his 
injuries.  Such  a  roaring  as  he  made, 
mortal  ears  seldom  hear.  It  Avas  a 
critical  moment  for  me,  but,  thank 
God !  my  nerves  were  firm,  and  my 
eyes  undazzled.  To  the  fullest  I  real- 
ized the  peril  of  my  situation,  but  I 
was  too  old  a  hunter  to  be  so  easily 
dashed. 

Well,  the  mighty  monster  glided 
steadily  toward  me,  and,  when  about 
half  way  up  the  hill,  I  raised  my  rifle 
and  took  a  steady  aim  at  his  shaggy 
head.  I  thought  I  had  him  sure,  but, 
you  know,  "man  proposes  .and  God  dis 
poses." 

One  moment  I  stopped  to  make  my- 
self doubly  sure.  All  ready  !  I  laid  my 
finger  against  the  trigger,  but  just  then 
a  sudden  sound  stayed  my  purpose.  It 
was  the  cry  of  a  leopard  that  struck 
upon  my  ear,  and  the  sound  came  from 
right  behind  me,  bursting  upon  ine  like 
ft  clap  of  thunder. 

I  dropped  the  muzzle  of  my  rifle,  and 
rapidly  looked  behind  me. 

"Good  God  !"'  I  cried,  with  a  feeling 
of  alarm  which  I  could  not  control. 
Not  twenty  feet  behind  me,  crouched 
down  for  a  deadly  spring— down  so 
close  that  it  lay  almost  flat  upon  the 
ground— with  its  fiery,  burning,  glar- 
ing eyes  fixed  steadily  upon  me,  was  a 
huge  leopard. 

There  I  was,  between  a  Hon  and  a 
leopard,  and  I  ask  you  now  could  any 
mortal  man  be  placed  in  a  more  des- 
perate and  i)erilous  a  situation  ?

Not  a  minute  elapsed  after  I  turned 
to  look  back  before  the  ferocious  leaj)- 
ard  vaulted  from  the  ground,  and  went 
whizzing  through  the  air.  The  mo- 
ment for  action  restored  to  me  a 
measure  of  my  forethought,  and  I 
jumped  backward  several  paces,  at  the 
same  time  stooping  down  under  the 
flying  monster.

At  length  the  leopard  stretched  him- 
self upon  the  ground,  and  uttered  a 
loud  and  wailing  cry.

II:iy  for  Stock. 

Let  it  be  said  w  ith  emphasis  to  every 
farmer:  "Place  more  importance  on 
feeding  good  hay  and  less  grain  in  the 
winter."  Good  hay  is  secured  by  cut- 
ting grass  a  little  green,  and  by  all 
means  securing  it  before  the  seed  ma- 
tures. Do  not  sun  cure  grass  ;  let  it 
wilt  in  a  good  sun  from  three  to  five 
hours  and  then  ''ure  in  cooks.  AM 
chisses  of  stock  should  have  good  bed- 
ding in  the  w  inter. 


Feed  For  Short-Horns. 
At  a  fine  stock  «onvention  hehl  re- 
cently at  Vinton,  Iowa,  the  well-known 
short-horn  breeder  and  dealer,  S.  W. 
Jacobs,  said  the  average  w  ieght  of  his 
short-horns  at  one  year  old  was  1,000 
pounds.  He  fed  milk  six  months  and 
grain  six  months,  giving  four  quarts 
daily.  He  also  said  :— I  treat  a  calf 
kindly, give  it  its  mother's  milk  only ;  at 
four  weeks  old  it  Avill  eat  dry  shelled 
corn.  I  do  not  measure  the  quantity, 
but  let  it  eat  what  it  will  eat  clean; 
feed  three  times  per  day ;  do  not  let  it 
out  in  the  hot  sun  to  graze  ;  curry  it 
sometimes  ;  at  three  months  old  I  feed 
some  Avheat,  and  about  what  will  lay 
in  my  hand  of  linseed  meal.  That 
does  not  physic,  and  improves  the  hair 
and  appearance  of  the  head  ;  and  also 
when  an  animal  scours,  give  it  oil-cake. 
For  a  large  bull  you  want  a  double 
stall ;  half  an  hour"  of  exercise  by  let- 
ting him  run  in  the  yard ;  water  as 
often  as  he  wants  it.  We  water  our 
stock  three  times  a  day .  Feed  a  bushel 
of  cut  hay  mixed  with  fifteen  pounds 
of  corn  mea'.  and  three  poimds  of  oil- 
cake. 

The  Annatto  riant. 

Annatto,  used  so  extensively  by 
dairy  men.  in  coloring  their  produdcts. 
is  a  substance  taken  from  the  seed  pod 
of  the  annatto  plant,  bexa  orellana,  of 
Brazil.  The  plant  is  an  evergreen,  and 
is  grown  in  some  green-liouses  as  a 
curiosity. 

The  coloring  matter  is  wholly  upon 
the  outside  of  the  seeds,  which  are 
about  the  size  of  common  raisin  seeds, 
which  they  much  resemble.  They  are 
contained  to  the  number  of  forty  or 
fifty  in  the  pods. 

The  Cidoring  matter  is  about  as  thick 
as  common  writing  paper,  and  may  be 
scraped  off  from  the  seeds,  leaving  the 
latter  as  clean  and  bright  as  buck- 
wheat grain,  and  of  about  the  same 
color.  This  outer  covering  from 
which  the  coloring  is  extracted,  is  a 
portion  of  the  dried  pulp  of  the  fruit 
adhering  to  the  seeds  like  the  mucila- 
genious  matter  of  unwashed  pumpkin 
or  squash  seeds.  It  is  entirely  free 
from  taste  or  odor,  and  ai)pear3  to  be 
pure  color  and  nothing  el.se. 

Annatto,  as  it  is  received  in  paste 
form,  from  Brazil,  has  a  peculiar  ar- 
matic  or  nutty  odor,  which  is  derived 
from  the  flour  and  meat  of  the  seeds. 
This  flour  is  as  while  as  the  flour  of 
wheat  or  othor  grain,  but  is  not  as  dry 
and  starchy,  resembling  in  consistency 
more  the  meat  of  a  fresh  shagbark  or 
butternut. 


Now,  during  thunder  storms  every- 
thing is  favorable  to  the  growth  of 
fungi.

Dried  Sweet  Corn — As  it  is  now  the 
season  for  drying  sweet  corn,  I  send 
my  process  :  Pick  the  corn  the  n'ght 
beforehand  ;  husk  it  in  the  morning, 
in  order  to  give  it  the  benefit  of  the 
fire  while  morning's  wcrk  is  being  -j^^c^*  a  wnwu 
tlone  up.  Cut  the  corn  from  the  cob.  i  $200  ^y^^^e^m.Tu''^,^-i^^^^^^ 
It  dries  quicker  not  to  scrape  the  cob  '  st"  Lijufs'Mo  ''^'*^  ^^'*'  ^^'^''^^  woinn&  co., 
with  the  knife  afterwards.  Put  it  in- 
to pans  and  set  it  in  the  oven,  with 
the  doors  open,  if  the  fire  is  brisk. 
Stir  it  often  until  it  is  thoroughly 
scalded  through.  Spread  it  in  the  sun. 
When  sufliciently  dry,  put  up  in  paper 
bags  and  hang  near  the  fire  some  time, 
:is  it  is  apt  to  gather  dampness.  .Some 
complete  the  process  by  the  fire  en- 
tirely, but  it  requires  more  .attention. 
1  he  object  in  scalding  it  and  hurrying 
the  drying  is  to  prevent  the  corn  sour- 
ing. In  good  weather  a  batch  can  be 
finished  in  twenty-four  hours.  Many 
housekeepers  do  not  know  the  luxury 
of  having  dried  sweet  corn  for  a  win- 
ter dish.  To  cook  it,  soak  over  night 
in  cold  water,  then  simmer  on  the 
stove  until  tender,  then  season  like 
succotash,  with  cream  and  butter. 
The  Minnesota  sweet  corn  is  the  best 
and  earliest  variety  we  have  ever 
tried. — Farmer's  Wife.

Experimcutiu}:  wiih  Grades. 

S.  W.  Hart,  of  Lapeer  county,  Mich., 
has  been  experimenting  wif.i  grades, 
and  the  following  is  a  report  of  the  re- 
sults as  given  by  the  Michigan  Farmer. 
It  sliows  conclusively  that  hay  is  not 
ji  sine  qua  non  with  stock,  and  that  it 
can  V)e  successfully  bred,  in  seasons 
when  the  hay  crop  is  short,  by  the  use 
of  auxiliary  crops.  These  cattle  were 
bred  from  fair  native  cows,  and  the 
bull  a  tiioroughbred  Short-horn,  so 
that  wo  may  consider  them  half-breeds. 
The  cattle  were  sold  as  follows  :

Hart  raised  these  ."^-year  olds  on  skim 
milk  when  calves  ;  they  never  ate  a 
ton  of  hay,  and  no  hay  at  all,  for  the 
reason  that  he  did  not  have  the  hay. 
All  the  past  season  he  fed  them  corn- 
stalks, turnips  and  g  ain.  The  drover 
who  purchased  them  took  the  whole 
lot  with  an  allowance  for  shrinkage  of 
91  lbs.  for  their  delivery  in  Detroit, 
below  their  weight  at  Milton.  We 
have  a  lesson  here  about  feeding. 
Hart,  by  thp  use  of  a  good  bull  has  good 
stock  to  work  with,  and  taking  into 
consideration  that  he  was  short  of  hay. 
fed  a  splendid  lot  of  cattle,  making  up 
in  attention  to  his  stock  for  his  want 
of  hay.  In  this  he  has  set  us  an  exam- 
ple, and  we  are  much  pleased  to  pre- 
sent his  report  to  our  readers,  for  it 
shows  that  "blood  will  tell."  We  ask, 
then,  can  any  farmer  that  takes  hi.s 
chance  of  the  bulls  met  with,  show 
anything  like  this  record  >.

At  first  it  seemed  as  if  electric- 
ity produced  life,  but  further  experi- 
ments showed  thrtt  it  simply  hatched 
the  germs  already  in  Die  liquid,  for  if 
p^autions  were  taken  to  exclude 
them,  no  animal  life  was  produced  by 
electricity. 

These  wonderful  experimeni-s  set 
the  scientific  world  to  experimenting  ; 
and,  as  the  result,  llalJier,  Pasteur  and 
a  host  of  iavesticators,  have  shown 
that  the  .souring  of  milk  is  caused  by 
the  presence  of  a  large  mimber  of  mi- 
nute plants  called  fungi.  The  pu'esence 
of  negative  electricity  is  essential  to 
the  rapid  development  of  these  minute 
plants.  By  charging  milk  with  po.si- 
tive  electricity,  it  may  bo  kept  sweet 
for  several  weeks.  This  face  may 
prove  to  be  of  practical  utility  in  the 
arts.
